Howdy Folks! 
Spring must be on its 
way - daffodils are be¬ 
ginning to bloom, ma¬ 
ple trees are budding, 
and Daylight Saving 
Time begins this com¬ 
ing weekend! Officially 
and collectively, we, the 
citizens, are to adjust our 
clocks to spring forward 
one hour at 2:00 AM on 
Sunday, March 11, to 
usher in 2018 Daylight 
Saving Time! Officially 
at our house, the clock 
hands are moved for¬ 
ward any time that we 
think of it on Saturday! 
Benjamin Franklin is 
credited with the idea 
of daylight saving time 
to conserve energy and 
it became law in 1966 
under President Lyndon 
Johnson. In 2005 Presi¬ 
dent Bush expanded the 
time frame to begin the 
second Sunday in March 
and end on the first Sun¬ 
day of November. One 
article we read said that 
we should begin going 
to bed perhaps 15-20 
minutes earlier each 
night this week to pre¬ 
pare our internal time 
clocks for the external 
time change, but it will 
inevitably take more 
than that to adjust these 
two old(er) bodies! Like 
it or not, daylight saving 
time is upon us and the 
only action we can take 
is to adjust! 

Recently we ques¬ 
tioned the action of 
someone whom, we as¬ 
sume, was trying to do us 
a favor. Last Wednesday 
we checked the trailer 
behind the Brooksville 
Fire Department and 
discovered several larg¬ 
er pieces of Styrofoam 
and a laundry basket. 
We removed these items 
and set them outside the 
trailer because we were 
headed to the Recycling 
Center with the inten¬ 
tion of picking these 
items up on our return. 
Surprisingly when we 
stopped to retrieve the 
items they were not 
where we had left them, 
but a quick check found 
them back in the trailer! 
Any type of Styrofoam 
cannot be recycled! It 
doesn’t make any dif¬ 
ference whether it is 
molded around the 
product to protect it 
during shipping, in the 
shape of packing pea¬ 
nuts or sheeting mate¬ 
rial, it is not recyclable 
and does not belong in 


the recycling trailers. 
While some areas in this 
country and even the 
world have the capabili¬ 
ties and means to recy¬ 
cle this product, in our 
small area, it has to go 
to the trash for Rumpke 
pickup. 

Also recently we 
have had a couple of 
calls requesting garbage 
pickup - one to begin 
service and the other to 
state that their garbage 
had not been picked 
up. These are both im¬ 
portant situations to be 
addressed but the only 
assistance we can give 
is the phone number 
for Rumpke which is 
877-786-7537. An¬ 
other way this number 
is advertised is 1-877- 
RUMPKE7 which is 
helpful if you are good 
at memorization! 

As a final remind¬ 
er today - the recy¬ 
cling trailers are not 
Rumpke Dumpsters and 
trash should never be 
placed in them! When 
we checked the trailer 
at the Augusta Ball 
Park last Thursday we 
were quite dismayed 
to find that someone 
had dumped numer¬ 
ous and various types 
of containers of flood 
damaged VHS tapes, 
along with other water 
soaked and mud coated 
garbage! We retrieved 
nearly a truck bed full 
of this type of trash and 
as we have stated many 
times, these heavy items 
go into the trailers much 
easier than they come 
out! It is a struggle to 
get hands on, much less 
remove bulky garbage 
bags or random contain¬ 
ers filled with (in this 
instance) VHS tapes. 
Please contact Rumpke 
at the above number to 
establish curbside gar¬ 
bage service - just roll 
the garbage can to the 
road!

Clear as Mud

Mud is a problem for 
cattle; it slows and com¬ 
plicates feeding, exposes 
herds to greater pathogen 
loads, and can increase 
their energy requirements 
if it mats down their hair 
coat. Mud increases the 
probability of nutrient 
runoff, impairing the en¬ 
vironment and losing fer¬ 
tilizer nutrients that are 
needed on the farm. 

The infrastructure 
solution. Adding con¬ 
crete feeding structures 
and other all-weather 
surfaces can minimize 
or reduce mud. Installing 
heavy use pads using fil¬ 
ter fabric, rock and lime¬ 
stone is also very helpful. 
Disadvantages include 
cost, difficulty in having 
enough area for larger 
groups of livestock, and 
the need to scrape and 
handle manure that has 
to be reapplied to fields. 
To get more information 
on these options, google 
‘UKY all weather sur¬ 
faces.’ 

The feeding solu¬ 
tion. Feeding methods 
can be altered to reduce 
mud. Unrolling round 
bales moves the hoof 
traffic around the farm, 
but generates more waste 
than other methods. Bale 
unrolling will spread 
manure and urine over a 
larger area than with ring 
feeders or feeding struc¬ 
tures. 

A feeding practice 
that is gaining in util¬ 
ity for some Kentucky 
producers is bale graz¬ 
ing. This feeding meth¬ 
od places bales across 
the feeding area in late 
fall. Temporary fencing 
is placed around these 



bales to allow allocating 
this forage to livestock as 
needed over the winter. 

The forage solution. 
Maintaining heathy vig¬ 
orous stands of grasses 
like Kentucky bluegrass 
and tall fescue for over¬ 
wintering areas will help. 
Bluegrass is a sod-former 
and the foliage of tall fes¬ 
cue resists the weather¬ 
ing that happens with or- 
chardgrass. Grass stands 
managed for well-man¬ 
aged residual heights will 
have greater root volume 
in the soil to support hoof 
traffic. 

The re-seeding meth¬ 
od. Farm layout and man¬ 
agement needs often mean 
some fields are torn up 
every year. To bring these 
fields back into some lev¬ 
el of production, consider 
reseeding with temporary 
forages. 

Perennial and an¬ 
nual ryegrass provide 
short term options that 
are quick to establish and 
relatively inexpensive. 
Annual ryegrass will es¬ 
tablish very quickly and 
is inexpensive; however 
annual ryegrass will only 
survive to mid-summer. 
Perennial ryegrass sur¬ 
vives two seasons but is a 
bit more costly and slight¬ 
ly slower to establish. 


Unlike other cool season 
grasses, ryegrasses can 
be broadcast on top of 
the ground and will still 
germinate and take root 
if rains are consistent. 
Even when overseed¬ 
ing ryegrass, dragging is 
recommended. Use 25 
to 30 pounds of seed per 
acre at a minimum.Crab- 
grass can be seeded with 
ryegrass or alone if the 
seed will be lightly cov¬ 
ered after broadcasting. 
These seed will lie dor¬ 
mant in the soil until the 
warmer weather of late 
spring. Crabgrass will 
provide grazing late into 
the summer, given good 
emergence and strategic 
applications of nitrogen. 

Calling these ‘solu¬ 
tions’ is a bit of an over¬ 
statement. But infrastruc¬ 
ture, feeding methods, 
forage management and 
even reseeding are tools 
to help deal with mud.

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This Week at the State Capitol 


The Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly’s 2018 
session passed a couple 
big milestones this week 
as the deadline to intro¬ 
duce new bills arrived 
in the House on Tues¬ 
day and in the Senate on 
Thursday. 

Capitol observers 
now have a complete 
view of the subjects that 
will be considered this 
year on major issues like 
education, taxes, and 
health care as well as on 
lesser-known matters like 
shark fins, nail salons, 
and elk. 

The big issue of the 
week, though, was the 
passage of a state budget 
plan and a revenue-gen¬ 
erating measure in the 
state House of Represen¬ 
tatives. 

The budget bill. 
House Bill 200, restores 
many of the programs 
that were cut in the 
governor’s original bud¬ 
get proposal while also 
providing more funding 
for education and public 
safety. The plan would 
protect school transpor¬ 
tation funding and boost 
per-pupil school funding 
to the highest level ever. 
It also provides funds 
to help the state police 
modernize an aging fleet 
with 260 new cruisers 
and 800 new rifles. 

The plan would also 
increase funding for the 
Kentucky Retirement 
Systems by $774.5 mil¬ 
lion and the Kentucky 
Teachers ’ Retirement 
System by 89.1 million 
to meet the full actuarial 
require contribution for 
public pensions. 

Still, spending cuts 
for many parts of state 
government remain in 
the spending plan. Many 
state agencies would see 
6.25 percent cuts, the 
same amount as pro¬ 
posed in the governor’s 
original spending plan. 

House Bill 200 
passed the House on 
Wednesday on a 76-15 
vote. 

The revenue bill. 
House Bill 366, passed 
the House the same day 
on a 68-25 vote. Under 
this measure, taxes on 
packs of cigarettes would 
go up 50 cents and pre¬ 
scription opioids would 
be taxed at 25 cents per 
dose at the distribution 
level, which means the 
increase is intended to be 
paid for by manufactur¬ 
ers and not passed on to 
consumers. 

Many other bills also 
took steps forward in the 
General Assembly this 
week, including mea¬ 
sures on: 

Truck Platooning. 
Senate Bill 116 would 
allow truck platooning. 
The term refers to two 
or more individual com¬ 
mercial vehicles trav¬ 


eling together in sync 
with electronically coor¬ 
dinated speeds through 
wireless communication. 
With safety and fuel-effi¬ 
ciency benefits for driv¬ 
ers, SB 116 passed the 
Senate unanimously and 
now goes to the House 
for consideration. 

Adoption and Foster 
Care. House Bill 1 would 
allow the state to petition 
for involuntary termina¬ 
tion of parental rights of 
a mother who won’t seek 
drug treatment within 60 
days after giving birth 
to a drug-addicted baby. 
The measure would also 
expand the definition of 
a “blood relative” for 
child placement and en¬ 
sure that dependent, ne¬ 
glected or abused chil¬ 
dren placed in foster care 
are reunified with family 
or placed in a new per¬ 
manent home in a timely 
manner. HB 1 passed the 
House by a vote of 94-1 
this week and now goes 
to the Senate. 

Breweries. House 
Bill 136 would increase 
the cap on packaged beer 
to individual custom¬ 
ers for Kentucky’s craft 
brewers. It would also al¬ 
low craft brewers to start 
sending their wholesale 
tax payments directly to 
Kentucky Department 
of Revenue. The bill re¬ 
ceived final passage this 
week and is headed to 
the governor’s desk. 

Peer-Reviews. 
House Bill 4 would ex¬ 
empt doctors’ reviews 
of other doctors in medi¬ 
cal-malpractice lawsuits 
from discovery, a pre¬ 
trial procedure in a law¬ 
suit to obtain evidence. 
Peer review is used to 
determine whether ac¬ 
cepted standards of care 
have been met and be a 
source of information for 
physicians. In hopes to 
prevent physician errors, 
HB 4 received final pas¬ 
sage by a vote of 25-13 
and has been sent to the 
governor’s desk. 

Volunteer Jurors. 
Senate Bill 87 would 
allow Kentucky’s 54 ju¬ 
dicial districts to accept 
volunteers for jury duty. 
These volunteer jurors 
would still be subject to 
jury selection and voire 
dire like any other per¬ 
son called for jury duty. 
After passing a Senate 
committee this week, SB 
87 now goes to the Sen¬ 
ate floor for further con¬ 
sideration. 

Legislators are eager 
to receive feedback on 
the issues confronting 
our state. To share your 
thoughts and ideas with 
state lawmakers, includ¬ 
ing Bracken County’s 
Rep. John Sims, Jr. and 
Sen. Wil Schroder, call
